The total number of (owns is 234 and their population is 
29,017 thousands. Thus 62% nl the total iron her of towns 
representing 55% ol tin total population is covered in this 
statement. The numbers of births and deaths reoorded in 
these towns were 11,097 and 6,4 5 leprUiontiiu both and 
death rates of 36 - J and 20 9 per thousand of population 
respectively. 

(A) Stales (Baits A and O ).- The data here relato to 125 
towns with an estimated population of 13,220 thousands, 
Information about Assam. Bihar, Bombay and West Bengal 
oould not be included. The total number of towns is 202 
and their population is 25,187 thousands. Thus 62% of 
the total number of towns representing 52% of the total 
population is covered. The numbers of births and doaths 
recorded in these towns were 9,699 and 5,531 representing 
birth and deft'h retee of3R‘2 and 218 per thousand of 
population lespecLvely. The table at the end gives tho 
position fcy States. 


The towns of Akola in Madhya Pradesh, Rarer and 
Tnnjore n Madras and, Out tack in Orissa records i high 
death rates of 50‘0, 59 2, 54’9 and 50 8 per thousand of popu- 
lation respectively. In Akola and Cuttack, the high death 
rates were mainly duo to deaths from Smallpox and fevers, 
There were a number of deaths in Karim and Tfinjoro but 
he hii/h death rates there wore not due to any one of the 
peoifiod causes . 

(B) States (Part B). — The data hero relate to 20 town* 
with an estimated population cf 2,756 thousands. The 
total number of towns is 32 and their population is 3,830 
thousands. Thus 63% of the total number of towns repre- 
senting 72% of the total population is covered. The 
numbers of births and deaths recorded in these towns were 
1,398 and 884 representing birth and death rates of 26*9 
and 16 7 per thousand of population respectively.
